Drive on German Positions North of 
f 
La bassee Ends in Disaster 
for Allied Armies 
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Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


The attack of French and British 
forces on the 
western 
end of the 
German line, which has been pushed 
vigorously 
and 
with 
considerable 
success for some time, is now said 
to have sustained a check. 
The offi- 
cial statement 
from 
Berlin 
today 
contains the announcement that the 
iorce which 
attempted 
to 
break 
through the German lines, north of 
La Bassee canal, \ras destroyed v/ith 
the exception 
of a small 
number 
who succeeded in 
retreating. 
The 
Berlin communication gives no indi- 
cation of the size of this force. 


At several other points the report 
concedes the French 
penetrated 
at 
intervals other German positions. 


The assertion is made by the Rus- 
sian war ofttce, in a review of recent 
fighting in Galicia, that the Austro- 
German advance has been made at 
the cost of great 
losses. 
In 
two 
days' fighting near Stry the Teutonic 
forces are said to have lost "tens of 
thousands of men," and on one sec- 
tion of thirty-eight miles on the Ga- 
lician front, between May 29 and 
June 15, their losses are placed at 
b e t w e e n 120,000 and 150,000. 


Reports from Berlin and Vienna, 
however, indicate that the Russians 
are being pu.shed back steadily all 
along the front. 
The latest commu- 
nication from the Austrian war office 
says the Russians are nowhere able 
to resist their opponents. 


An inspection among the Turkish po- 
sitions at Avi Burnu, on the west coast 
of the Gallipoli peninsula, shows that 
the British have now lost most of the 
ground formerly held in that district. 


JUST TEN WORDS. 


Paris, June 18.—(2:30 p. m.)—The 
report on the progress of hostilities is- 
sued by the French war office this after- 
noon, consisted of ten words. 
It said 
there was nothing to ndd to the an- 
nouncement given out last night. 


Three Crown'i' Neutrals of Europe—Will They Jump? 


Berlin, June 1«.—(Via London, 4 : 4 1 
p. m.)—Official announcement was made 
here today that an allied force which 
attacked 
German 
positions 
north 
of 
Labassee, northwestern France, was de- 
stroyed, only a few succeeding in re- 
treating. 
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The federal council has declared voiil 
all contracts of sale aíTecting the 1915 
harvest of rv^e, wheat, spelt, barley and 
oats and also crude sugar so far as the 
contracts call for fulfillment after Au- 
gust 31. 
The order indicates that these 
commodities are to remain under 
the 
control of the empirò until the end oí 
the war. 


MACKENZEN ON SCHEDULE. 


Austro-German 
Advance 
in 
Galicia 
Adheres to Schedule. 


London, 
Jime 
IS.—The 
Austro-Ger- 
man forces in Galicia are still advanc- 
ing on the schedule, made by Gen. von 
IMackenzen. 
Vienna claims that part of 
the 
heavily 
fortified 
Gro<lek 
region, 
where the 'Rassians have concentrated, 
has fallen into the hands of the Teu- 
tonic forces. 
Petrograd does not admit 
the loss of any part of this district, but 
states tb^i- Russian forces have gathered 
there for the defense of I^emberg. 


In a long statement of the recent op- 
erations on the ea.stern front, the Rus- 
sian war office admits frequent retire- 
ments before superior numbers, but de- 
clares the Russian attacks left the Aus- 
trians and Germans so exhausted that 
their opponents often were able to re- 
assume the offensive. 


The French are still on the offensive 
along a wide front with 
the 
Vosges 
again figuring in the official communica- 
ti'ons after 
a period 
of 
compaxative 
quiet. 
Two days of hard fighting has 
meant many small advances 
for 
the 
French, with the repulse of part of the 
German coxmter-attacks. 


5so definite news from the Dardanelles 
front has reached London, but a sudden 
drop in the Russian 
exchanges 
indi- 
cates that bankers either have received 
an intimation of an important success 
in that region or that for some other 
reason they now take 
an 
optimistic 
view regarding the prospects that the 
straits will soon he open to the allies.

Kansas City, Mo., June 18.—Fourteen 
persons were killed as a result of wind 
and rain storms that prevailed in this 
section of the southwest last night. 


More than a score of others were in- 
jured, none fatally. 


At" Westmoreland, 
Kansas, 
Charles 
Morris, president of the Kansas, South- 
ern and Gulf railway, his son Guy and 
John Gunther, a druggist, were drowned 
when a bridge gave way under their 
railroad gasoline car. 
Five other per- 
sons who were on the car escaped. The 
accident followed a cloudburst. 


Three persons lost their lives at Rich- 
mond, Mo., when a terrific wind storm 
swept that section of Ray county. Mrs. 
Arthur Covey and small child and Mrs. 
Mary Bell were the victims. 
The Covey 
home was lifted from its foundation and 
demolished. 
Mrs. Bell was struck by 
lightning. 
Oc Williams, a farmer, and 
his wife, living near Richmond, 
were 
struck by wreckage when their home 
was swept away. 
Both were danger- 
ously hurt. 


At Other Points. 


Paris, Sedalia, Lamont and Nevada, 
Mo., reported 
several 
persons injured 
during the storm. 


Gene. Nichols, a farmer 
living near 
Wamego, was killed by lightning. 


Five members of the family of John 
Bnrges, a farmer near Qgana, in Potta- 
watomie county, 
were 
killed and two 
seriously injured in a tornado 
which 
swept the county early today, accord- 
ing to reports from the office of the 
Union Pacific railroad. 
The same report 
stated that thousands of buildings were 
wrecked. 
Stock was killed and much 
other property damage done. 


Rains Heaviest in Years. 


Reports of the tornado that struck 
Paris, Mo., last night, said that a hotel 
had been blown down, but this has not 
been confirmed. 


Yesterday's 
rains 
which 
extendeo 
over northern Oklahoma, all of Kansas, 
Missouri, Iowa and into eastern Nebras- 
ka, were the heaviest in years, accord- 
ing to reports to the weather bureau to- 
day. 


Headed Toward Great Lakes. 


Near Lamonte, Mo., high winds un- 
roofed houses and leveled small buildings 
but as far as known no lives were lost. 


Although the storms had diminished 
in violence today, they extend over cen- 
tral Iowa and occupied a district of 800 
miles, Des Moines being the eastern e<Ige 
of the affected zone. 
The disturbauco 
was moving in the direction of the great 
lakes. 


At St. Joseph, Mo., much damage was 
done by flooding of cellars following a 
fcwo-inch 
precipitation. 
The 
lowlands 
near the city were inundated, but resi- 
dents were able to move their property 
to safety. 


Tracks Swept Away. 


Many miles of railroad track in the 
affected district were swept away and 
today all trains entering Kansas City 
were hoiu-s behind schedule. 
Southern 
and northern trains were marked from 
four to five hoiurs late, while eastern 
and western connections were from one 
to three hours behind. Because of wash- 
outs between Kansas City and St. Louis, 
Missouri Pacific trains 
were 
detoured 
over the tracks of the Santa Fe. 


Flood warnings to all points in the 
Kansas river valley and along the Mis- 
souri river between Kansas City and 
Jefferson City were issued by the weath- 
er bureau today. 
Tributaries of the 
Kansas river are reported bank full.

heaviest 
precipitation in the 
last 
twenty-four 
hours—5.75 
inches. 
Ossawatomie 
got 
five inches of rain in two and one-half 
hours. 
At that point several hundred

"The development of the batthî'along 
the Tismenitza-Svika front, along which 
the six armie-s attacking our forces in 
Galicia is operating, will serve to give 
some idea of the magnitude of the ac- 
tions in this region, 
The significance of 
the operations in'the vicinity of Stry is 
found in tlie fact that they were an en- 
deavor to turn our front, opposed to the 
plialanxes under General Von Macken- 
zeii. 
The eventual , success of the en- 
emy in the direction of Stry and Leni- 
berg would have been of great help to 
the ofTcnsive of General "\'on Macken- 
zen. 
Faihn-e, on the otlier liand, would 
have meant that Von Mackenzcn's oper- 
ations were merely, a series of frontal 
attacks. 


'"Tiic al)ove 
referred 
to 
sector on 
the Dniester river, however, was not the 
scene of 
principal lighting, even witlj 
regard to the number of troops engaged. 
On May hi the enemy, closely following 
our troops, retiring 
from 
the Carpa- 
tliians. met our opposition 
in the re- 
gion to tlie east of Droliobycz, north- 
. west of Stry and 
in 
tlie vicinity of 
Belacliow. 
On 
the 
li)tli 
the enemy 
brought all his forces into action, but 
at the end of two days he was com- 
pelled to quit this offensive, having lost 
tens of thousands of men. 


"Hia only success in eight days figliC 
ing was the turning of our right wing 
near Slonsko with the threat of a pos- 
sible 
outflanking 
movement. 
During 
this week we remained passive, confining 
our operations to exterminating the en- 
emy as he 
approached 
our trenches. 
The next four days were devoted by the 
enemy to bringing together heavy ai- 
tillery and supporting 
detachments. 


"May 25 , saw the beginning of a deci- 
sive attack and the crisis came on the 
fifth day of 
fighting. 
A powerful force, 
composed of 
three 
German 
divisions, 
succeeded at the price of incredible sac- 
rifices, in carrying Stry. 
Perceiving the 
exhaustion of the Austrians 
attacking 
us—they constituted the right wing of 
tlie opposing army—we took the offen- 
sive and drove tliem back. 


"For three days. May 
30, May 31 
and June 1, we were undecided whether 
to attempt to turn the Germans who 
had 
broken 
through 
our 
front 
near 
Stry, or to fall back on the Dniester 
river. 
Tlio general situation in Galic'i!, 
finitlly 
caused us to adopt the latter 
course. 
The night of June 2, the enemy 
demonstrated against our bridgeheads in 
the direction of Mikalajow, losing several 
thousand men. 


"The principal attack 
was 
delivered 
by the army under General von Bothmer 
at a point more to the east. 
The at- 
tack against Zidaczow was repulsed, but 
on the night of June 
6, General 
von 
Bothmer crossed the river Dniester near 
Jiiravno, and on June 8, occupied the 
left bank of the river for a distance of 
100 miles. 


"June 8 and June 9, the bulk of the 
German forces were decisively defeated 
and thrown 
back across the 
Dniester. 
Nevertheless, on June 13, the Gennan 
commander, beginning a general offen- 
sive, delivered a new attack with the 
remains of his regiments. 
The princi- 
pal German 
forces 
moved along 
the 
right bank of the river Stry and at- 
tacked our bridgehead near Zidaczow, 


Toward the 15th of June the time 
came for another reverse of the enemy. 
At Bereznica and Krulevska alone we 
killed 
with 
the 
bayonet 
and 
buried 
1,000 
Germans who had 
abused tlie 
white flag. Between May 29 and June 
15 we (Sptured in this sector 40,000 
prisoners, including 80 ofTicers, over 100 
machine guns and two dozen cannoii. 
The total losses of the enemy on a front 
of 38 miles were between i20,000 and 
150,000 men. 


"Dense additional columns descended 
the slopes' of the Carpathian mountains 
daily and reinforced the enemy. 
Many 
eupplenfentary' detachments, 
or^nally 
destined /or eastern Pnissia, met their 
Ami 
îmM iu the vaUey of tbe 
titry. 


other supplementary detachments joined 
tlie fighting on their own initiative be- 
fore they were able to attach themselves 
to the units to which they had been as 
signed. 
The addition of considerable re- 
inforcements brought into the scene of 
operations the German army under the

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A Model Civil Service Law 


The eighth national assembly of the civil service commissioners, 
in session at Los Angeles, has been indulging in the liveliest sort of 
debate over the report of its committee which was appointed to draft 
a model civil service law. It is clearly apparent that not even the 
civil service commissioners themselves are able to agree on precisely 
what a civil service law should include in order to produce the best 
results, 
' 
, 


The "model law" as proposed by the committee for adoption by 
all the states virtually places all officers and employes of states, 
counties and municipalities, except elective officers, under civil 
service. 
Even the civil service commissioners themselves would be 
placed under civil service and have to pass examinations. 
The law, 
however, would except officers whose appointments are provided for 
in the Constitution, judges, judicial officials appointed by the courts, 
employes and officers of counties or towns having a service in all de- 
partments of fewer than fifty persons and a monthly pay roll less 
than $5,000, persons employed by contract, persons under temporarj' 
appointment and soldiers, sailors and uniformed officers in the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the state. 


Civil service, which assumes to make fitness alone the qualifica- 
tion for selection to public positions, is not only most appealing in 
theory, but is worshipped as a sacred fetish so long as one is in 
and the other fellow is out. When the places are reversed, however, 
it loses a good deal of its sanctity. In the view of the place-hungry 
man, who constitutes no small proportion of the American public, no 
civil service system is a model which permits somebody else to enjoy 
the emoluments of a job which he himself wants so badly that he can 
taste it. 
Those hopeful gentlemen at Los Angeles have attempted 
the impossible. 


LIFE UfSUKANCE 
MIILIONS. 


(Insurance Press.) 


'An attempt to define the full mean- 
ing of the diBtribution of $686,700,000 
in the name of life insurance in 1914, 
as computed by the Insurance 
Press 
from special and official reports, may 
prompt the query: The amount of the 
distribution was equal to what, fts a 
matter of money merely? 


It was nearly equal to the ordinary 
disbursements, exclusive of postal de- 
ficiencies, by the United States govern- 
ment during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1914, for the civil, war and navy 
establishments, pensions, Indian 
serv- 
ice and the interest on the public debt. 


It was nearly 
two-thirds 
of 
the 
amoimt of the net national debt. 
It 
was more than twice the amount of the 
customs receipts and more than twice 
the amount of the internal revenue re- 
ceipts. 


It was more than equal to the total 
amount of the expenditures to Novem- 
W 
1, 1014, for tlie purchase, construc- 
"tion, fortifications, etc., of the Pan- 
ama canal and the amount of the bal- 
ance of the canal bonds authorized, but 
not issued. 


Incidentally, and not accoimted for 
in the computation of distribution, for 
each $1,000 of death claims 
paid the 
American life insurance companies paid 
$61 for taxes, licenses and fees. 
The 
total of the taxes, etc., was nearly equal 
to 40 per cent, of the corporation in- 
come t-axx; also 46 per cent, of thie in- 
dividual income tax that the United 
States government collected. 


Comparison of the distribution for the 
numerous benefits to members of the 
human race with the expenditures of 
the people for liquor in 
the 
United 
States in 1914 showed that the valu« 
of the 
alcoholic beverages 
consumed 
was nearly three and one-half times the 
amount of the distribution of $686,700,- 
000 of life insurance money. 


By Buch comparisons can the value 
of life insurance be made impressive. 
Its human interest has not been devel- 
oped by compulsory laws; the taking 
of life insurance has been, and it will 
continue to be, a voluntary act, after 
much urging. 
1 It is true, as indicated by the sur- 
render of millions of dollars' worth of 
protection in times of business distress, 
that the fundamental purposes of life 
insurance are not fulfilled always, but 
the argument on the necessity of pro- 
viding for family support in the event 
of death or for funds for income at ad- 
vanced age is strengthened by the evi- 
dence of the breakdowns of individual 
efforts imder the stress of adverse cir- 
cumstances; and the argument will he 
forceful until the last days of life in- 
surance. 


LESSON IN CLEANLINESS. 


The sweet girl graduate, both in Fort Wayne and elsewhere, is 
going forth this month in great profusion to take up the sterner du- 
ties of life. Her place in life has broadened greatly in the past few 
years. She may go out into the world to take charge of a gang of 
men. 
She may become superintendent of a factory. 
She may 
travel on the road as a "drummer" selling notions, or boots and 
shoes, or sewing machines. She looks at the world through sharper 
eyes than did the girl graduate of years agone. She is on longer a 
clinging vine. Men often find her the mainstay to which they must 
cling. Yet she remains just as desirable as a sweetheart, will be 
just as true a wife and just as fond a mother as was the case with 
her predecessors. 
And she will be a better mate for her husband, a 
better mother to her children because she knows more about men, 
and women, and children, and more about the practical ways of the 
real world.

, LESSON TEXT—Psalm 14t 
GOLDEN TEXT-Keep me from the

T h e style of this psalm closely re- 
embles the knbwn psalms of David in 
itiie first part of the psalter. 
From 
jits structure and character, it Is to 
jbe credited t o David. 
In it are pre- 
,Rented complaint, prayer 
and confi- 
d e n t hope of relief. It is a petition for 
deliverance f r o m sins to which his af- 
flictions 
tempted him, and from the 
enemies who caused his affliction. 
I 
I. 
Prayer. 
"My 
prayer 
directed" 
|(vv. 1, 2). 
There is good reason for 
believing David wrote this while go- 
i n g through t h e experience recorded 
In I Samuel 24. 
It Is evident he is 
passing through a time of great stress 
and was in dire need of help for he 
tirges "haste" In giving heed to his 
call, (Luke 18:4-8), 
David looks to 
Jehovah as his only and sure helper. 
iWe a r e told t o omit t h e 
first 
word 
" u n t o " In this verse and to read, "I 
h a v e called thee." 
Every human help 
had failed and faith fearlessly turns to 
God. 
Can God be urged? 
Surely we 
a r e 
taught 
t h a t 
God 
respects 
his 
"remembrancers" who cry "day and 
night" (Psalm 40:13; 69:17, 18; 70:5; 
71:12; 
143:7). 
To fold the 
hands 
weakly and to "bide his time" is usu- 
ally a n evidence of spiritual debility 
and of a desire to shirk the 
work 
involved in a true exercise of prayer. 
.True faith knows but one way of de- 
liverance, that of prayer (Phil. 4:6, 7), 
and those who call In faith get deliv- 
erance (Rom. 10:13). 
Such 
prayer, 
t h e fruit of heart and lips. Is before 
God "as incense" and Its efifectivenesa 
does not depend upon its being pre- 
sented in the tabernacle—It is a "sac- 
rifice" of praise well-pleasing to God. 
W e are to pray to God through his 
Son and in the Holy S p i r i t 
Such 
prayer is set forth before him as a 
jiacrifice of sweet smelling savor. 


II. Practice. "Incline not my heart 
» 
. 
. 
to practice wicked 
works" 
( • . 4 ) . 
Such prayer as here suggested 
diimands a preparation of purity. 
As 
the 
"incense" 
was 
prepared 
with 
great care (Ex. 30:36) and its frar 
grance was brought out by fire (Rom. 
B:i?6, 27; Eph. 6:18), so likewise there 
must be a continual practice of prayer 
and an absence of "wicked 
works." 
In no way are we so apt to sin as 
witli our lips, but back of the lips is 
the heart (Matt. 15:11; Luke 6:45). 
The tongue can no man t a m e (James 
3:8), yet God is able and his way is 
to cleanse 
the fountain. 
To 
have 
the mouth filled first with prayer and 
praise and then with evil is contrary 
to reason and to God's 
commands. 
David recognized that the heart is the 
source of "wicked works," and prayed 
t h a t h e be not even 
"inclined" 
to 
t h e m (Matt. 6:13; Jam. 1:13). 
If he 
"keeps the door" we have a safe guard 
P s . 
127:1). 


III. Position. "Let him reprove me" 
yv. 5-7. 
"Faithful are t h e wounds of 
a friend." 
This seems to be the po- 
sition David desired to occupy, one 
that would be "a kindness" to him. 
Sucli correction is as sweet oil. 
Oil 
Is healing and soothing and here sym- 
bolizes the healing effect of correc- 
tion. 
Fools h a t e reproof, wise men 
plead for it. David not only welcomed 
wisdom but (see R. V.) promises to 
pray for such friends when calamities 
come upon them and in the time when 
they 
a r e overcome 
by 
wickedness. 
W h e n such are cast down by the rocky 
roadside "they shall hear my words," 
saya David, and they will be s w e e t 
T h e psalmist's experience, when hunt- 
ed as a partridge, taught him how to 
appreciate the petitions of Jonathan, 
—his friend, whose words to him were 
" s w e e t " 
A careful reading of verse 
seven reveals David's dire extremity 
(see Am. R. V.). 
Death stared him 
In the face. His soul was torn as "one 
ploweth and cleaveth the earth." 


IV. Protection. "In thee do I put my 
t r u s t " (R. v.). 
Though thus brought 
low David knew where to turn, and 
one to whom he could look.

Washington, .June 18.—"Kill the dog 
and save the sheep," 
is 
the 
slogan 
adopted by the department of agricul- 
ture. 
In the opinion of Dr. A. D. Mel- 
vin. chicf of the bureau of animal in- 
dustry. the farmers would do well to 
ii-dorse that war cry. 
According to the 
e.stimatcs of the department of 
agri- 
culture 67,034 sheep were killed by dogs 
during 
lOi;?. 
Of this number 
12.74» 
sheep were killed by dogs on Indiana 
farms. 
Tn only one other state—Indi- 
ana's ncare.=;t neighbor to the ea,st—was 
the mortality rate of sheep greater in 
that year, 
"in 1013 the records show 
l;j,.5Gf sheep were killed 
by dogs in 
Ohio. 


Sheep-killing dog? are not only recog- 
nized as tho worst enemy of flockmas- 
ters at the pre.ipnt time, but they are 
known to be the principal cause of so 
marked a decrease in the number of 
sheep kept on farms. 
.According to the 
department, of agriculture's experts, the 
n-.oral etTect on all persons wiio liave 
seen sheep killed, injured, or frightened 
by a dog is far more de.structive to the 
inditstrj' than the actual damage sus- 
toiiu^d. 
They take the view that 
no 
farmer 
couti-mplating 
the raising of 
sheep is likely to venture on the en- 
teiprise while the flocks of his neigh- 
bors are continually 
meeting 
reverses 
through the attacks" of dogs, as the ul- 
timate 
financial losses folIoAving such 
reverses are incalculable. 


Dog Is Always a Killer. 


In the opinion of government experts, 
it is an impossibility to break a dog of 
the 
sheep-killing 
habit. 
Sheep-killing 
dogs work both singly and in groups, 
but usually in twos or threes. 
The.se 
dogs do not limit their attacks to the 
/locks in the immediate vicinity in which 
Ihey are kept, but travel for miles in 
all directions, spreading destruction in 
the flocks with wliich Ihcy come in con- 
tact. 
because their work is so often 
done under the cover of darkness, it is 
almost impossible to catch them in the 
act of worrying the sheep, and hence 
they can seldom be positively identified. 


The ways in which different dogs at- 
tack and destroy sheep vary 
greatly. 
Some dogs .simply kill one or two sheep 
in a flock, while others continue 
the 
attack 
until all the sheep are 
either 
destroyed or crippled. 
In many cases 
where large 
numbers are 
killed 
the 
sheep are neither ^>itten nor woundetl, 
but simply chased until they die from 
exhaustion. 


Right to Kill Dogs. 


The department of agriculture points 
to the fact that, with few exceptions, 
the laws empower anyone to kill dogs 
caught in the act of killing, chasing or 
worrying sheep. 
Other conditions 
un- 
der Avhich some of the states 
permit 
them to be killed by anyone are as fol- 
lows : 


1. \Anien foimd at large imattendod 
and without a collar bearing register 
number. 


2. 
When found a t large, after hav- 
ing been proved to be sheep killers. 


3. When found at large and unat- 
tended, between sunset and sunrise, on 
a farm where sheep are kept. 


In many of the states it is a misde- 
meanor to keep dogs after* they 
are 
known to be sheep killers, aiul persons 
so doing render 
thomselve.'i liable 
to 
fine or imfirisonment. 
Such dogs must 
either be disposed of or killed, and if 
tlu ir owners refuse t}ie dogs may be 
ordered killed bv an oflicial.

000 medical men and visitors are ex- 
pected, will be devoted to a commemor- 
ation day program on the grounds of 
the Panama-Pacific exposition. 


In speeches by members of the A. M. 
A. and by exposition and municipal of- 
ficials tribute will be paid to the fact 
that without the aid of physicians and 
medical science the Panama canal never 
could have l»een built. 


Praioo especially will be given to the 
work in til!* canal zone of Surgeon Gen- 
eral 
C. Gorgas. who will attend the 
convention. 
Attention will be called to 
the fact that had he not suececded in 
practically wiping out yellow fever and 
malaria in the canal zone Uncle Sam 
would have been no more able to push 
the great work to completion than were 
the French under the direction of De 
Tvcssepa.

SPECIilL STUOY OF 


Inquiry in Indiana Region 
With Highest Tubercu- 
losis Death Rate. 


Indianapolis, June 18.—The new de- 
partment of the state board of health, 
which is to make a special study of tu- 
berculosis, has mapped out a comprc- 
iiensive campaign of summer work. A 
new blank to be used by physicians and 
others in reporting cases of tuberculo- 
sis to their local health officers is be- 
ing prepared and will shortly be dis- 
tributed. over the state. 
Under the di- 
rection of the new department, an 
analysis is being made of the tubercu- 
losis death returns for 1915 from ev- 
ery Indiana county. A report of this 
analysis will be supplied to the local 
health officers and the anti-tuberculo- 
sis society in each county. 


Wlien completed, the report will sbow 
how maiiy children in ea<^ county died 
from consumption, how "many 
wage 
earners, the form of tuberculosis most 
prevalent in each county, and many 
other vital facts whicli must be thor- 
oughly understood before effective work 
against the "white plague" can be un- 
dertaken. 
Special literature on tuber- 
^ciilosis will then be prepared and sent 
by the state health board to the homes 
which have been invaded by tuberculo- 
tii. 
This special literature will point 
out tlM w*y in which futtir«.«Mw of 
tuborenlosis may be pnrenUd, 


nized as having the highest death rate 
from tuberculosis of any county in the 
state, is to be made the .subject of spe- 
cial study by the new tuberculosis de- 
partment of the state board of health. 


Records of deaths in that county for 
the past six years show that of the 
841 deatlis from all causes, 202, or prac- 
tically 25 per cent., were caused by tu- 
berculosis. 


In view of the fact that the average 
for the United States is 10 per cent., 
and for the state is 11 1-2 per cent., the 
abnormal percentage that prevails in 
Crawford county must indicate 
some 
unusual condition or combination of cir- 
cumstances, W. D. Thurber, the chief 
of the new department, believes. 


The co-opcration of the Crawford So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Tuberculo- 
sis, and the county and town health of- 
ficers is already promised the depart- 
ment and public 
spirited 
citizens 
tDroughout the county will be asked to 
assist in the investigation.

London, June 10.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Pre83.--Two royal dukes 
of Great Britain arQ now serving with 
the German forces, and the question 
has been brought up in the house of 
commons as to how to imduke them. In 
1640, the point came up in the Guy de 
Ruthyn case, when it was definitely es- 
tablished that no peer of the realm can 
disown or extinguish his honor. 
Until 
some new action is taken, the duke of 
Albany will continue to serve the kaiser 
under the title of Prince Charles Ed- 
ward of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, and 
tho duke of Cumberland, likewise Brit- 
ish born, will also do his duty under 
the double-eagle as Ernest Au^st Wil- 
liam Adolphus George Frederick, duke 
ofof Albany as a ful general. 


Both dukes would be subject to ar- 
rest and trial for high treason were 
they to return to British territory at 
this time. Yet so far the only action 
against them is the recent one of ex- 
pulsion' from the Order of the Garter. 


Until deprived of hia British title, the 
duke of Albany would take precedence 
over H. R. H., the duko of'Connaught, 
the archbishop of CSaaterbury or tho 
lord ehanoellor.

United States department of agricul- 
ture. 
However, if a reasonably good 
turf obtains, it is possible to better it 
materially by re-seeding, fertilizing and 
•watering. In the majority of cases im- 
provement is desired in the spHng, since 
at this season many bare spots are in 
evidence as the result of the preceding 
winter. 
If the areas to be improved 
are small, they can be handworked and 
re-seeded with little difficulty. If they 
are large, it is usually advisable 
to 
spade them up, work thoroughly, and 
seed, as in the case of starting a new 
lawn. 
In any event, reseeding should 
be done early in the spring with a lib- 
eral quantity of the mixture before de- 
scribed. 


When the stand of grass is thin over 
the entire lawn or a greater portion of 
it, a special seeder equipped with small 
disks has been found very satisfactory 
for cutting the seed into the sod and 
thereby producing favorable conditions 
for germination and subsequent growth. 
In the early spring, however, the soil 
ig usually loose as a result of the freez- 
ing and thawing and is in sufficiently 
open condition to permit the seed to 
be covered with little difficulty. After 
seeding, if the ground has become quite 
dry, rolling is usually beneficial. 
Care 
should be taken when mowing or water- 
ing the newly seeded areas to avoid 
disturbing the young grass. 
This cau- 
tion always applies In a measure to 
fall seeding, although there is not so 
much danger of damage in the case of 
the latter. 


Fertilizing. 


The management of the lawn after 
it is once established Is an extremely 
important matter, and there are a few 
general practices that should be fol- 
lowed carefully. Beginning in the early 
spring, the first thing to do is to re- 
move with a rake the top dressing that 
has been applied the fall before. After 
removing this it is usually advisable to 
apply some fertilizer, even though the 
soil is already reasonably fertile. 
One 
of the very best fertilizers for the lawn 
in the spring is nitrate of soda, but on 
account of its quick action and its caus- 
tic effect extreme 
caution 
should 
be 
used in its application. 
Five pounds of 
nitrate of soda are sufficient for 1,000 
square feet of lawn, and if applied in 
solution with the watering pot and the 
grass then thoroughly watered with a 
hose, there is little danger of scalding. 
Bone meal is probably the best com- 
mercial fertilizer to use on a lawn, con- 
sidering the danger from the misuse 
of nitrate of soda. 
Bone meal can be 
used without taking any special cau- 
tion in its application, as it is in no 
way injurious to^ the 
grass. 
Eight 
pounds to 1,000 square feet is a liberal 
application. 
Any commercial fertilizer 
that is used should be applied early in 
the spring when the grass begins to 
grow. 
In fact, bone meal can be used 
to advantage every month during the 
growing season, except perhaps 
July 
and August. 
Fertilizing 
through the 
season is especially beneficial in keep- 
ing the grass stimulated at times when 
it would otherwise be more or less in- 
active.

Lime corrects the acidity of the sur- 
face soil and is useful in checking the 
growth of moss 
and

Mowing, Rolling and 
Sprinkling. 


There is no hard and fast rule to be 
followed in connection with mowing the 
lawn, but clipping twice a week ia not 
apt to injure it, and will induce the 
formation of a good turf. Too frequent 
clippijig, however, is a drain on the vi- 
tality of the grass and frequently re- 
sults in permanent injury. 


There ia some difference of opinion 
as to whether clippings should be re- 
moved after mowing, but in general 
their removal is advised, especially dur- 
ing wet weather, since if left to lie on 
the surface they are conducive to the 
growth of molds, which in turn produce 
injury to the turf. 
On new seedings, 
however, or where the grass is thin., 
clippings can frequently be allowed to 
remain with benefit. 


New scedings should not be clipped 
closely and during the hot weather of 
midsummer and early fall the mower 
should be set high for old and new grass 
alike. 
The roller should be used dis- 
creetly. New grass is frequently bene- 
fited by a light rolling after the first

cutting. 
Old sod should be rolled in 
the spring to firm the surface that has 
been loosened by freezing and thawing, 
but during mid-season it is very doubt- 
ful if the lawn should be rolled even 
lightly, especially where the 90ÌI ia of 
a heavy nature. 


There are probably more mistakes 
made in connection with the watering 
of the lawn than in any other phase of 
its 
management. 
The 
practice 
of 
sprinkling as it ia almost universally 
followed is fundamentally wrong, not 
that the sprinkler does 
not 
furnish 
enough water to the grass during the 
season, but that it does not furnish it 
in 
properly 
distributed 
quantities. 
Sprinkling for a short period may ap- 
pear to wet the sod thoroughly, but in 
reality the water does not penetrate 
much below the surface. 
Thia encour- 
ages the formation of surface roots and 
makes the grass less resistant to the 
severe conditions of weather and usage. 


Except in rare cases, the lawn should 
not be watered oftener than twp or 


three times a week, provided watering 
is done properly. 
A thorough soaking 
is necessary and should be given in the 
late afternoon or early morning. 
The 
ordinary type of revolving 
spr^iy 
is 
quite satisfactory, but the amount of 
water applied by it is usually much 
less than appears. 
The point to be 
borne in mind ia that the ground should 
be thoroughly saturated at each appli- 
cation to at least 
three 
inches 
in 
depth. 


Eradication of Weeds. 


While weed enemies of the lawn are 
troublesome 
throughout 
the 
growing 
season, they are most particularly so 
from the latter part of June until frost. 
During tliis period crab-grass ia by far 
the worst weed present. 
There is no 
really satisfactory method of checking 
its growth, and the only treatment to 
be recommended is to cut or pull the 
plants before they have formed large 
mats. 
Thia is a very tedious and ex- 
pensive practice, but 
where 
a 
^ood 
lawn is involved 
the 
results 
justify 


the 
expense. 
Rational 
fertilizing 
and 
careful 
watering 
during 
the 
summer 
help 
to 
overcome 
the 
effect of weeds. 
Chemical sprays 
or 
treatments have proven to be of very 
little assistance. 
Much difliiculty is ex- 
perienced in cutting crab-grass with the 
ordinary mower on account of its semi- 
prostrate character. 
This difRcultj' can 
be overcome to a certain extent if a 
rake is used in conjunction with the 
mower. 
By means of the 
rake 
the 
branches of the grass may be lifted so 
that they can be clipped 
reasonably 
close. It is almost impossible, however, 
to cut crab grass sufficiently close to 
prevent the formation of seed. 


There are many other weeds that are 
troublesome in the lawn not only in 
the spring but also in the summer and 
autumn. 
Among the most important 
ones are dandelion, plantain, chickweed, 
oxeye daisy and j-arrow. 
VÌTiile chemi- 
cal sprays are more effective in the 
eradication of these weeds than in the 
caae of crab-grasa, the best method of 


preventing their development is to re- 
move them with a spud or similar im- 
plement. 


Top Dressing. 


The weed problem can perhaps best 
be solved by making the conditions as 
favorable as possible 
for 
the 
lawn 
grasses and to maintain a strict watch 
at all times to check the growth of tha 
troublesome weeds at the beginning. At 
the end of the growing season before 
the severe weather of winter arrives 
the lawn should be given a good top 
dressing of well rotted barnyard ma- 
nure. If the manure is not well rotted, 
it is likely to introduce an abundance 
of weed seeds, which will ultimately 
cause considerable trouble. 
Top dress-j 
icg not only adds fertility to the soil,] 
but gives the grass protection during' 
the severe weatlier of winter and tha 
freezing and thawing of early spring.

When the ship is finally released she 
attains a momentum of fifteen miles 
an hour. 


After the glory of the afternoon is 
over and the holiday crowds have dis- 
persed, there will remain fifteen months 
of hard, unremitting labor before th« 
ship is ready for commission. 


As she is launched, she simply has 
the huge parts of her structure assem- 
bled and certain machinery" installed. 


After she reaches the water the en- 
gines, turret«^ masts And various ma- 
chines and fittings have to be installed. 


And then come the other vital things 
-^ the big -guna have to.:be faftuled kboard" 


and iittcd in the turrets, anu tons and 
tons of armor plate nuist be fastened 
to the sides of tiie ship. 
This is done 
by means of floating cralies M'ith which 
the hull will be surrounded. 


When all is finished and the test rims 
have been nuule, the siiper-dreadnaught 
will constitute our most powerful de- 
fense ship. 
iShe is not built for great 
speed. 
Her weight 
of arjnor and of 
guns prevents this. 
But the navy ex- 
perts think she^can hold her own with 
any ship now on the ocean—and a lit- 
tle better, 


J. E. Bailey, the man who has had 
1,000 expert artigans under him at work 
on the Arizona, is a- typical naval of- 
ficer, erect, clean-cut, good looking and 
youthful in appearance.

Merely Guessing Grace Co. 
Cheated in Paving of 
Smith Street. 


Charges made before the board of public 
work» Thursday evening by u. H. Ira- 
Ian, 1707 Smith street, that the Grace 
Construction 
company had cheated in 
the laying of concrete foundation for the 
asphalt pavement on Smith street, fell 
fiat Friday morning when Irelan was 
brought before the board, Mayor Hose.v, 
City Engineer Randall 
and Martin J. 
Grace, head of the construction concern, 
to substantiate his charges. 
Irelan ha J 
declared to the board that in certain 
places In front of his property but three 
Inches of concrete had been laid, whereas 
the specifications required six inches. 


Irelan finally admitted that the basis 
of his charge was that he noticed places 
in the street 
where 
the 
excavation 
seemed to be Insufficient, but that he did 
not know for a fact that before concrete 
was placed the dirt was properly re- 
moved. 
He never called the attention 
of the inspector employed by the city 
on the work to the alleged deficiency and 
never reported it to the board until the 
contract was completed and the assess- 
ment rolls ready for confirmation. Con- 
tractor Grace explained that what Irelan 
probably saw were small heaps of loose 
earth raised by the wheels of wagons 
as they were turned after discharging 
loads of material, and that he keeps two 
men working ahead of the concrete gang 
removing obstructions of precisely thit 
character. 
He proposed that the street 
be opened at the points where shortage 
was said to exist, the compajiy to bear 
the expense if the charges were proved 
true and Irelan to bear it if they wero 
proved baseless. 
Irelan declined. Mayor 
Hosey strongly rebuked Ireland for wait- 
ing until the Job had been completed be- 
fore reporting that the work was. not 
properly performed. 
The mayor told him 
the time to make charges was when they 
could be easily proved, and that the In- 
spector on the work or tho board would 
be glad at any time to investigate such 
charges. 


Contractor Grace ha» instructed his 
attorneys, Lieonard, Rose & Zollars, to 
bring suit for damages against Irelan and 
compel him to go into court and prove 
his charges. 


Neither Mayor Hosey nor the boafd 
takes any stock at all in the charyi-.a 
made by Irelan. 
The board conflrmol 
the assessment roll for the Smith stieot 
pavement Thursday evening.

Dutch Lookout Station at 
Rottumerogg Gets Fine 
View of Activity. 


Rottiimeroog, Netherlands, Js^ne 10.— 
C-orrespondence of the Associated Press. 
—At no otlier place in Europe is there 
better opportunity than on this island 
of observing the beginning and the end 
of the Oerinan airship and aeroplane 
expeditions which liave recently become 
so frequent to the English coast. 
Rot- 
tumeroog is the last and most easterly 
of the long string of low-lying sandy 
islands skirting the north coiust of Hol- 
land and then continuing along the Ger- 
man coast. 
From its lookout station, 
in charge of the Dutch military authori- 
ties, may be seen day after day flights 
of German Tauhen or "doves" as the 
flying machines are railed, coming out of 
oi going into the mouth of the Ems 
and from Rorkuin, the first fortress of 
Heligoland or Wilhelnishaven. 
Some- 
times a Zeppelin, or perhaps a squadron 
of those dreadnoughts of the air, Avill 
skirt Ihe coa,st high up in the clouds 
just outside of Dutch territorial waters, 
bent on attacking British war and mer- 
chant ships if opportunity offers in the 
North sea. 


There are, however, not many peo- 
ple to observe the passage of the air 
llotiilas, for. out-side the detachment of 
Ditch troops stationed here for the pe- 
riod of the war for tlie purpose of pro- 
tecting Dutch soil from violation by 
any of the belligerents, the only inhabi- 
tants of the i.slanda are the coastguard 
and his family. Visitors—and especially 
foreigners—are not welcome and, in 
fact, have been forbidden to land since 
the establishment of marital law in the 
Dutch coastal regions. 


At rare intervals during the day the 
privileged observer may see a torpedo- 
boat destroyer steaming along in the 
offing at great s})eed. 
It may 
bp a 
British or a German vessel, but which- 
ever it is it does not slacken its pace, 
for submarines are always about. Aft- 
er dark the fact that German warcraft, 
usually small vessels, are nearby is evi- 
dent from the twinkling at frequent in- 
tervals of signals from their mastheads. 
From r.orkiim, too. at 
night 
a 
fow 
lights shine out, while along the coast 
of the Dutcli province 
of 
Groningen 
lighthouses keep 
up 
their 
warning 
flashes without cessation. 


Rottumeroog, Avhich is reached from 
the Dutch mainland by motor boat, was 
at one time rather thickly populated, 
and in the middle ages many of the mer- 
chants of Groningen" built warehouses 
on the island. 
It was, too, for a long 
period the haunt of pirates, among them 
the notorious Frisian nobleman, Douwe 
van Glins and Barthold Entens 
van 
Mentheda. 
It served also as a place 
of refuge for Clanricards of Scotland 
w hen he fled from the British isles with 
King James. 
Olanricarde oven built a 
castle here, which 
was destroyed in 
1707 during a great flood.

"If the public schools are not making 
character 
they 
are failing in their 
work." declared Dr. George Richmond 
Grose, president of DePauw university, 
in his address at the fifty-first annual 
commencement 
exercises 
of the Fort 
Wayne High school at the New Palace 
theater Thursday evening, when a class 
of ninety-nine was presented with di- 
plomas. 


Dr. 
Grose 
spoke on the subiect: 
"What Are the Uses of an Education ?" 
He dwelt particularly upon five uses to 
which a man may apply the education 
he has attained. 
First, an education 
helps a man in finding himself; second, 
it puts the tools in his hands with which 
to figlit life's battles; third, it helps de- 
velop character; fourth, it adds to the 
higher joys of life, and fifth, it enables 
him to be of service to others. 


The speaker declared that his subject 
was very timely for the reason that 
there is at the present time a tidal wave 
of enthusiasm sweeping over the coun- 
try for popular education. He declared 
there are 20,000,000 young people under 
twenty years 
of age enrolled in the 
schools and that the state and national 
governments are spending 
more than 
$500,000,000 
annually 
for the public 
schools, tliis making an expenditure of 
$25 per capita. 
There are 1,500,000 nu- 
pils in the private schools, he continued, 
and more than 500,000 young men in the 
colleges of the country. 


Dr. Grose declared that the education 
of the mind is taking a deep hold upon 
the American people and as proof he 
cited the great sacrifices that are being 
made by men and women. 


Education is Indispensable. 
'T know of no sacrifices equal to those 
rtien and women are making that their 
children may have 
an education," he 
said, "We are coming to see that the 
scholar is the marked man and that edu 
cation is more 
indispensable all the 
time. The man with an education counts 
wherever he goes, while the man with 
out one is most generally discounted 
Education is the ally of religion and lies 
very close 
to the happiness 
of tho 
home." 


Dr. Grose said that education will con 
tribute to the efficiency with which 
man does his work. The salary of the 
average high school graduate is double 
the grammar school graduate, he said 
while the salary of the average college 
graduate is double the high school grad 
iiate. 
"Tt is not always necessary to 
secure a diploma from a school to get 
nji education, but the school will great 
ly expedite matters." he continued. "The 
men in a community 
who are doing 
things are the men who have been pre 
pared for their work. 
Next to wicked 
ness the most costly thing in your com 
munity is ignorance. If your board of 
education was to increase the appropria 
tion for educational purposes 100 peí 
cent, for ten years it would bring the 
largest return of any like investment 
that could possibly be made." 


Dr. Grose declared that all workmen 
of the world ought to be educated and 
that educated womanhood is just as in- 
dispensable as educated manhood. 


Must Be Prepared. 
"Victory or success comes ,to a man 
or a nation of preparation," Dr. Grose 
continued. "If you will look in 'Who's 
Who,' you will find that 
one man in 
every ten college graduates is known 
outside his own community, while but 
one man in every 
10,000 
uneducated 
men is known outside his commimity. A 
man may get to be mayor of TTard- 
scrapple' or a policeman in Terre HaTite 
without much education. The real suc- 
cess first of all depends upon getting a 
sharp tool in hand. There in little dif- 
ference in the ability of any of us. It 
is the development of this and the en- 
ergy devoted that goes to make the 
great difference." 


Dr. Grose aaid that the commercial 
thrift of a community depends largely 
upon the moral integrity and personal 
honesty of its citizenship. 
He charac- 
terized character as the higher use of

Miss Gertrude Eauh Beierlein deliver- 
ed the salutatory, taking for her sub- 
ject, "Efficiency." 
After another selec- 
tion by the orchestra Miss Hilda Marie 
Umbach gave the valedictory, taking for 
her subject: "The Fields of Usefulness 
Open to Women." Äliss Umbach de- 
clared that with the progress of the 
times the fields of usefulness for wom- 
en have wonderfully increased and that 
the girl of today is much more ambitious 
to become independent than her sister 
of former years. 


Presentation of Diplomas. 


The presentation of the diplomas was 
made by William H. Shambaugh, treas- 
surer of the board of school trustees. 
Mr. Shambaugh told the class to look to 
the future and make good use of the 
present. There are opportunities almost 
without number, he said, and that it is 
up to the graduate to take advantage of 
them. He eipphasized five essentials of 
success as expounded by Elbert Hub- 
bard: 
Ambition, 
aspiration, 
applica- 
tion, respiration and perspiration. 


Superintendent J. N, Study presided 
and also assisted Mr. Shambaugh in pre- 
senting the diplomas.

Washington, June .18.—Former Secre- 
tary Bryan in the third and concluding 
section of his statement on "Tho Cause- 
less War," issue<l today, suggests media- 
tion as "the way out." As a preventa- 
tive of war, Mr. Brj'an proposes uni- 
versal 
extension of his investigation 
commission peace treaty plan. 


"^tediation," the former secretary of 
state says, "is the means, provided by 
international agreement, through which 
the belligerent nations can be brought 
into conference; time for investigation 
of all disputes is the means by which 
futiu-e wars can be averted and the cul- 
tivation of international friendship is 
the means bj' which the desire for war 
can be rooted out." 


Elaborates His Plan. 
In elaborating his plan for restora- 
tion of peace, ^Mr. Bryan urges: 


That neutral nations in advocating 
peace, crystallize sentiment in favor of 
peace into a coercive force and offer 
mediation jointly or severally that the 
warring nations join in a treaty to pro- 
vide for investigation, "by a permanent 
international commission of every dis- 
pute that may arise, no matter what its 
character or nature," and that a world- 
wide educational movement to cultivate 
spirit of brotherhood among the na- 
tions be undertaken as tiie final task of 
the advocates of peace. 


"Great nations cannot be extermin- 
ated," says Mr. Bryan. 
"Predictions 
made at the beginning of the war have 
not been fulfilled. The British did not 
destroy the German fleet in a month; 
Germany did not take 
Paris In two 
months, and the Russian army did not 
eat Christmas dinner in Berlin. But 
even if extermination were possible, it 
would be a crime against civilization 
which no nation or group of nations 
could afford to commit." 


When Peace Can Come. 
Mr. Bryan continues: 
"When can 
peace be restored? Any time now, if 
the participants are really weary of 
this war a,nd ready for it to iend. If 
nation is not nady, let its niler 
«tat« in clear, dHUnet and deflnit* 
t«nBa iha eonditioM nwm whiA It !•

agreement is not reached, blame for 
continuance of the war would be upon 
those who make unusual demands." 


In proposing mediation, the former 
secretary points out that The Hague 
convention expressly declares an offer 
of mediation shall not be considered an 
unfriendly act, and adds: 
"The duty 
of offering mediation may seem to rest 
primarily upon th© United States, the 
largest of the neutral nations, and the 
one most intimately bound by ties of 
blood to all the belligerents. The Uni- 
tetl States did make an offer immedi- 
ately after the war began, but why not 
again and again until our offer or some 
other offer is accepted? But our action 
or faihire to act need not deter any 
otber neutral nation from acting. 
This 
is not a time to stand on ceremony; if 
any other coimtry, for any reason—^no 
matter what the reason may be—is in 
a better position than we to tender it» 
good offices, it should not delay a mo- 
ment."

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A Model Civil Service Law 


The eighth national assembly of the civil service commissioners 


in session at Los Angeles, has been indulging in the liveliest sort of 
debate over the report of its committee which was appointed to draft 
a model civil service law. It is clearly apparent that not even the 
civil service commissioners themselves are able to agree on precisely 
what a civil service law should include in order to produce the best 
results.

The "model law" as proposed by the committee for adoption bj 


all the states virtually places all officers and employes of states 
counties and municipalities, except elective officers, under civi 
service. Even the civil service commissioners themselves would b 
placed under civil service and have to pass examinations. The law 
however, would except officers whose appointments are provided for 
in the Constitution, judges, judicial officials appointed by the courts, 
employes and officers of counties or towns having a service in all de- 
partments, of fewer than fifty persons and a monthly pay roll less 
than $5,000, persons employed by contract, persons under temporary 
appointment and soldiers, sailors and uniformed officers in the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the state. • 


Civil service, which assumes to make fitness alone the qualifica- 


tion-for selection to public positions, is .not only most appealing in 
theory, but is worshipped as a sacred fetish so long as one is in 
and the other fellow is out. When the places are reversed, however, 
it loses a good deal of its sanctity. In the view of the place-hungry 


man, who constitutes no small proportion of the American public, no 
civil service system is a model which permits somebody else to enjoy 
the emoluments of a job which he himself wants so badly that he can 
taste it. Those hopeful gentlemen at Los Angeles have attempted 
the impossible.

The style of this psalm closely re- 


sembles the known psalms of David in 
(the first part of the psalter. From 
jits structure and character, It is to 
|t>e credited to David. 
In It are pre- 


ieented complaint, prayer and confi- 
jdent hope of relief. It is a petition for 
ideliverance from sins to which. Ms af- 
jflictlons tempted him, and from the 
jenemies who caused his affliction. 


ALWA/S 


! I. Prayer. "My prayer directed" 
j(vv. 1, 2). There is good reason for 
Relieving David wrote this while go- 
'ing through the experience recorded 
In I Samuel 24. It is evident ha la 
passing through a time of great stress 
and was in dire need of help for he 
urges "haste" In giving heed to his 
call. (Luke 18:1-8). 
David looks to 


Jehovah as his only and sure helper. 
iWe are told to omit tha first word 
"unto" in this verso and to read, "I 
have called thee." Every human help 
tad failed and faith fearlessly turns to 
^od. Can God be urged? Surely we 
are taught that God respects his 
"remembrancers" who cry "day and 
Bight" (Psalm 40:13; 69:17, 18; 70:5; 
.71:12; 143:7). 
To fold the hands 


•weakly and to "bide his time" Is usu- 
ally an evidence of spiritual debility 
and ot a desire to shirk the work 
Involved in a true exercise of prayer. 
True faith knows but one way of de- 
liverance, that of prayer (Phil. 4:6, 7), 
and those who call ia faith get deliv- j 
erance (Rom. 10:13). 
Such prayer. 


the fruit of heart and lips, is before 
God "as incense" and Its effectiveness 
does not depend upon its being pre- 
sented in the tabernacle—it is a "sac- 
rifice" of praise well-pleasing to God. 
We are to pray to God through his 
Son and ia the Holy Spirit. 
Such 


prayer is set forth before him as » 
pacrifice of sweet smelling savor. 


II. Practice. "Incline not my heart 
. . . to practice wicked works" 
(T. 4)- Such prayer as here suggested 
d&mands a preparation, of purity. As 
the "incense" was prepared with 
great care (Ex. 30:36) and its fra- 
grance was brought out by fire (Rom. 
B:/i6, 27; Eph. 6:18), so likewise there 
must be a continual practice of prayer 
and an absence of "wicked works." 
In no way are we so apt to sin as 
wiUi our lips, but back ot the lips is 
..the heart (Matt. 15:11; Luke 6:45). 
The tongue can no man tame (James 
3:8), yet God is able and his way is 


' to' Cleanse the fountain. 
To have 


the mouth filled first with prayer and 
praise and then with evil is contrary 
to reason and to God's commands. 
David recognized that the heart is the 
source of "wicked works," and prayed 
that he be not- even, "inclined" to 
them (Matt. 6:13; Jam. 1:13). If he

Ps. 127:1).

Dog Is Always a Killer. 


In the opinion of government experts, 


it is an impossibility to break a dog of 
tho sheep-killing habit. 
Sheep-killing 


dogs work both singly and in groups, 
but. usually in twos or threes. 
These 


dugs do not limit their attacks to the 
(looks in the immediate vicinity in which 
they are kept, but travel for miles in 
all directions, spreading destruction in 
thn tlucks with which they come in con- 
tact. 
Because their work is so often 


done under the cover of darkness, it is 
almost impossible to catcli them in the 
act of worrying the ehecp, and hence 
they can pi'ldoin be positively identified, 


flic ways in which different dogs at- 


tack and destroy sheep vary greatly. 
Pome dogs simply kill one or two sheep 
in a flock, while others continue the 
attack until all the sheep are either 
destroyed or crippled. 
In many cases 


where large numbers arc 
killed the 


sheep are neither bitten nor wounded, 
hut simply' chased until they die from 
exhaustion. 


Right to Kill Dogs. 


The department of agriculture points 


to the fact that, with few exceptions, 
the laws empower anyone to kill dogs 
caught, in the act. of killing, chasing or 
worrying sheep. 
Of her conditions un- 


der which some of the stales permit 
them to be killed by anyone are as fol- 
lows : 


\Vhen found at large unattended 


'and without a collar bearing register 
number. 


2. \Vhen found at large, after hav- 


ing be»n proved to be sliccp killers. 


3. ViTien found at large and unat- 


tended, between sunset and sunrise, on 
a farm where sheep arc kept. 


In many of the states it is a misde- 


meanor to keep dogs after they 
are 


known to be sheep killers, and persons 
so doing render themselves liable to 
tine or imprisonment. 
Pucb dogs must 


either be disposed of or killed, and if 
tbi-ir owners refuse the dogs may be. 
ordered killed by an official.

partment of the state board of health, 
which is to make a special study of tu- 
berculosis, has mapped out a compre- 
hensive campaign of summer work. A 
new blank to be used by physicians and 
others in reporting cases of tuberculo- 
sis to their local hea.lth officers is be- 
ing prepared and will shortly be dis- 
tributed over the state. Under the di 
rection of the new 
department, 
an 


analysis is being made of the tubercu- 
losis death rct.urns for 1915 from ev- 


Indiana county. 
A report of this 


analysis will be supplied to the local 
health officers and tho anti-taberculo 
sis society in each county. 


When completed, the report will sho 


tow manv children in each county diet 
from consumption, how many 
earners, the form of tuberculosis roos 
prevalent in each county, and 
mnn 


other vital fac.ts which must he thor 
otighlv understood before effective ivorl 
against the "white plague" can be un 
dertakcn. Special literature on tuber 
culpsis will then be prepared and s>en 
by the state health board to the home 
•which have been invaded by tubcrculo 


ized as having the highest death rate! 
rom tuberculosis of any county in the 
late, is to be made the subject of spe- 
ial study by the new tuberculosis de- 
artment of the state hoard of health. 
Records of deaths in that county for

However, if a-reasonably good 


turf obtains, it U possible to better it 
materially by re-seeding, fertilizing acil 
watering. In the majority of cases im- 
provement is desired in the spring, since 
at this season many bare spots are in 
evidence as the result of the preceding 
winter. 
If the areas to be improved 


»re small, they can be handworked and 
re-seeded with little difficulty. 
If they 


are large, it is usually advisable to 
»p»de them up, work thoroughly, anil 
seed, as in the case of starting a new 
lawn. 
In any event, receding should 


be done esrly in the spring with a lib- 
eral quantity of the mixture before de- 
scribed. 


When, the stand of grass is thin over 


the entire lawn or a greater portion of 
it, a. special seeder equipped with small 
disks has been found very satisfactory 
for cutting the need into" the sod anil 
thereby producing favorable conditions 
for germination and subsequent growth. 
In the early spring, however, the soil 
is usually loosn as a result of the free/- 
ing and thawing and is in sufficiently 
open condition to permit, the seed to 
be covered with little difficulty. After 
seeding, if the ground has become quite 
dry, rolling is usually beneficial. Care 
should be taken when mowing or water- 
ing the newly seeded areas to avoid 
disturbing the young grass. This cau- 
tion always applies in a measure to 
fall seeding, although there is not so 
much danger of damage in the cose of 
the latter. 


Fertilizing. 


The management of the lawn after 


it is once established Is an extremely 
important matter, and there are a few 
general practices that should be fol- 
lowed carefully. Beginning in the early 
spring, tho first thing to do is to re- 
move with a rake the top dressing that 
has been applied the fall before. 
After 


removing this it is usually advisable to 
apply some fertilizer, even- though the 
soil is already reasonably fertile. 
One 


of the very best fertilizers for the lawn 
in the spring is nitrate of soda, but. on 
account of its quick action and its caus- 
tic effect extreme caution should be 
u»«d in its application. Five pounds of 
nitrate of soda arc sufficient for 1,000 
square feet of lawn, and if applied in 
solution with tho watering pot and the; 
grass then thoroughly watered with a 
hose, there is little danger of scalding. 
Bone meal is probably tho best com- 
mercial fertilizer to use on a lawn, con- 
sidering tho danger from tho misuse 
of nitrate of soda. Bone meal can bo 
used without taking any special cau- 
tion in its application, as it is in no 
way injurious to 
the 
grass. 
Eight 


pnnnds to 1,000 square feet is a liberal 
application. 
Any commercial fertilizer 


that is used should be applied early in 
the spring whan tho grass begins to 
grow. In fact, bone meal can be used 
to advantage every month during the 
growing season, except perhaps Julj 
and August. 
Fertilizing 
through the 


season is especially beneficial in keep 
ing the grass stimulated at times whei 
it would otherwise be more or less in 
active.

Mowing, Rolling and Sprinkling. 
There ia no hard and fast rule to be 


'allowed in connection with mowing the 
iawn, but dipping twice a week is not 
apt to injure it, and will induce tho 
formation of a good turf. Too frequent 
clipping, however, is a drain on the vi- 
tality of the grass and frequently re- 
sults in permanent injury. 


There la aome difference of opinion 


as to whether clippings should he re- 
moved after mowing, but in general 
their removal is advised, especially dur- 
ing wet weather, since if left to lie on 
the surface they are conducive to the 
growth of molds, which in turn produce 
injury to the turf. 
On new scedings, 


however, or where tho grass is thin 
clippings can frequently be allowed to 
remain with benefit. 


New seedings should not be clippei 


closely and during tho hot weather of 
midsummer nnd early fall the mower 
should be set high for old and new grass 
alike. 
The roller should be used dis- 


ercetly. New grass is frequently bene- 
fited'by a light rolling after the first 


cutting. 
Old sod should be rolled in 


the spring to linn the surface that has 
been loosened by freezing and thawing, 
but during mid-season it is very doubt- 
ful if the lawn should be rolled even 
lightly, especially where tho soil ia of 
a heavy nature. 


There are probably more mistakes 


made in connection with the watering 
of the lawn than in any other phase of 
its 
management. 
The 
practice 
of 


sprinkling as it is almost universally 
followed ia fundamentally wrong, not 
that tho sprinkler does 
not 
furnish 


enough water to the' grass during the 
season, hut that it doea not furnish it 
in 
properly 
distributed 
quantities. 


Sprinkling for a short period may ap- 
pear to wet the sod thoroughly, but in 
reality the water does not penetrate 
much below the surface. This encour- 
ages the formation of surface roots and 
makes the grass less resistant to the 
severe conditions of weather and usage 


Except in rare cases, the lawn should 


not be watered oftener than two or 


three times a week, provided watering 
is done properly. A thorough soaking 
is necessary and should be given in the 
late afternoon or early morning. The 
ordinary typo of revolving sprny 
is 


quite satisfactory, but the amount of 
water applied hy it is usually much 
less than appears. 
The point to be 


borne in mind is that the ground should 
be thoroughly saturated at each appli- 
cation to at least 
three 
inches in 


depth. 


Eradication of Weeds. 


While weed enemies of the lawn arc 


troublesome 
throughout 
the 
growing 


season, they are most particularly so 
from the latter part of June until frost. 
During, this period crab-grass is by far 
the worst weed present. There is no 
really satisfactory method of checking 
its growth, and the only treatment to 
be recommended is to cut or pull the 
plants before they have formed large 
mats. This is & very tedious and ex- 
pensive practice, but where a 
good 


lawn is involved 
the results 
justify 


the 
expense. 
Rational 
fertilizing 


and 
careful 
watering 
during 
the 


summer 
help 
to 
overcome 
the 


effect of weeds. 
Chemical sprnys 
or 


treatments have proven to be of very 
little assistance. Much difficulty is ex- 
perienced in cutting crab-gruss with the 
ordinary mower on account of its semi- 
piost.rate character. 
This difficulty can 


be overcome to a. certain extent if a 
rake is used in conjunction with the 
mower. 
By means of the 
rnke 
the 


branches of tho grass may be lifted so 
that they can be clipped 
reasonably 


close. It is almost impossible, however, 
to cut crab grass sufficiently close to 
prevent the formation of seed. 


There are many other weedn that are 


troublesome in the lawn not^ only in 
the spring but also in tho summer nnd 
autumn. 
Among tho most important 


ones are dandelion, plantain, cliickwecd, 
oxcye daisy and yarrow. 
While chemi 


cal sprays are more effective in the 
eradication of these weeds than in the 
cose of crab-grass, tho best method of 


wventing their development is to rc- 
movo them with a spud or similar im- 
plement. 0- 


Top Dressing. 


The weed proMem can perhaps best 


he solved by milking the conditions as 
favorable as possible for 
the 
lawn 


grasses and to maintain a strict watch' 
at all times tn check the growth of tho 
troublesome weeds at the. beginning. At 
tlic end of the growing season before 
the severe weather of winter arrives 
the lawn should be given a good top 
dressing of well rotted barnyard ma- 
nure. If the manure is not well rotted, 
it ia likely to introduce an abundance 
of weed seeds, which will ultimately 
cause considerable trouble. 
Top dress-' 


ing not only adds fertility to the soil,] 
but gives the grass protection during 
the severe weather of winter and tha 
freezing and thawing of early spring.

Dr. Grose snid that education will con- 


tribute to tho efficiency with which a 
man does his work. The salary of the 
average high nchool graduate is double 
the grammar school graduate, he said, 
while the palary of the average college 
graduate is double the high school grad- 
uate. "It is not always necessary to 
secure a diploma, from a school to get 
a,n education, but the school will great- 
ly expedite matters." he continued. "The 
men in a community who are doing 
things arc the men who have been pre- 
pared for their work. Kext to wicked- 
ness the most rnstly thing in your com- 
munity is ignorance. If Your board of 
education was tn increase the appropria- 
tion for educational purposes 100 pe-f 
cent, for t™ years it would bring the 
largest return of any like investment 
that could possibly be made." 


Dr. Grose declared that all workmen 


of the world ought to be educated and 
that educated womanhood is just as in- 
dispensable ns educated manhood. 


Must Be Prepared. 


"Victory or success comes to a man 


or a nation of preparation," Dr. Grose 
continued. "If you will look in 'Who's 
Who,' you will find 
tnat 
one ma.n in 


every ten college graduates is known 
outside his own community, while but 
one man in every 
10.000 uneducated 


men is known outside his community. A 
man may get to be mayor of TTard- 
scrapple' or a policeman in Terre Haute 
without much education. The real suc- 
cess first'of all depends upon getting a 
sharp tool in hand. 'There is little dif- 
ference in the ability of nnv of us, 
It 


is the development of this and the en- 
ergy devoted that goes to make the 
great difference." 


Dr. Orose said that tho commercial 


thrift of a community depends largely 
upnn the moral integrity and personal 
honesty of its citizenship. He charac- 
terized character ns the higher use of 


education, declaring that if the public 
schools are not making character they 
are failing in their work. 


lu closing the siwaker said that the 


greatest value in an education is t'jv 
use that a man makes of it in serving 
and helping others.

"Mediation," the former secretary of 


state says, "is the means, provided by 
international agreement, through which 
the belligerent nations can be brought 
into conference; time for investigation 
of all disputes is the means by which 
future wars can l>c averted and'thc cul- 
tivation of international friendship is 
the means by which the desire for war 
can be rooted ont." 


Elaborates His Plan, 


Tn elaborating hi? plan for restora- 


tion of peace, >fr. Bryan urges: 


That neutral nations in advocating 


peace, crystallize sentiment in favor of 
peace into a coercive force and 
offer 


mediation jointly or severally that the 
v.arring nations join in a treaty to pro- 
vide for investigation, "by a permanent 
international commission of every dis- 
pute that may arise, no matter what its 
character or nature." and that a world- 
wide educational movement to cultivate 
a spirit of brotherhood among the na- 
tions be. undertaken as the final task of 
thc advocates of peace. 


"Krcat nations cannot be extermin- 


ated." says Mr. Bryan. 
"Predictions 


made at the beginning of the war have 
not been fulfilled. 
The British did not 


destroy the German flret in a month; 
Germany did not talce Paris in two 
months, and thc Russian army did not 
oat Christmas 'dinner in Berlin.

When the U. S. Has Shown 
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War's Crop of Freak Ideas

Necessity may be the mother of invention, but war is itsJEather. 


fTb.e present conflict has brought forth an army of amateur Edisonb 
and Marconis with devices that would stagger even those wizards oi 
science. The schemes that have been advanced to the war offices ol 
England and France alone would fill a book. The latest, proposed 
by an ingenious Frenchman, is to train dogs to hate tho sight of 
German uniform and therefore to bark whenever it sees a German 
Then he proposes to organize a corps of these dogs, strap a revolver 
upon the head of each with a chin strap connected with tho trigger 
When the dogs see V scent a force of Germans they will point a 
them with their noses and bark. Each bark means a volley of shot 
and they will continue firing until the automatics are exhausted 
One thing which this erratic genius fails to explain, however, is how 


1 he purposes to eliminate the peril to his own forces that might aris 
if about one hundred of these armed dogs each should chance to de 
tect a flea somewhere on their port quarters and turn to commenc 
gnawing at it. 


Scarcely less scientific is the plan of an Englishman who appear 


ed at staff headquarters with his great idea. He wanted to trai 
falcons so that whenever they sight a Zeppelin they will fly above i 
descend upon the gas bag and claw holes in its covering, permittin 
the gas to escape and wrecking the airship. Quite as clever was on 
who donated his scheme to the war office and went away muc 
pleased at their thanks. His plan is to put an end to submarin 
warfare by filling all the seas around England's coast with hem 
fiber. This, he explained, will tiwst itself into the propellers of the 
submarines until they are helpless, after which it will be an easy 
task to capture them on the surface. 


.The list of freak ideas might be extended indefinitely, with lit- 


tle variety in the degree of lunacy that alone can be responsible 
for them. It is pretty clear that the world is thickly dotted with 
men who could tell Kitchener and Von Mackenzen and Von Hinden- 
burg and Joffre how the war might be run more effectively, but it 
will be noted that all oi the self-appointed savants are making their 
entire contribution in conversation and not in fighting, and that they 
are judiciously doing it at a safe distance from danger. 


There is much encouragement In dispatches, both from Berlin 


and from Washington, regarding the probability of an amicable ad- 
justment of the differences between the United States and Ger- 
many growing out of the torpedoing of the Lusitania. There is ap- 
parently firm confidence in both capitals that a peaceful way out will 
be found. The outcome which now appears most likely, points to an 
agreement to end both blockades—for Berlin to cease her submarine 
campaign against commerce and for London to modify her order-in- 
council which led to the German step in retaliation. Inasmuch as 


. the United States is opposed to both, and has registered a protest in 


each case, she can very consistently seek such an outcome, though 
scarcely in position to be of especially great service because of the 
ill-feeling that has been engendered by the developments of the two 
policies. It is more than possible, however, that, having suffered 
sufficiently, both England and Germany would be willing to quit if 
an avenue of graceful escape were to open opportunely.

foreign nation. Tho policy of "watch- 
ful waiting" was, in KB day, the only 
sane manner in which tho administra- 
tion eould deal with the situation. Fam- 
ine and disease have altered the, situa- 
tion, which is beginning to assume the 
same, aspect as did the Cuban question 
prior to the Spanish-American war. 


That any snne man would propose 


to prevent food supplies from reaching 
millions of needy and hungry human 
beings is beyond the comprehension of 
the ordinary mini. Yet there are Rome 
among the factional leaders of Mexico 
who will, undoubtedly, strive to per- 
suade their chieftains that the actions 
of the. Red Cross should be blocked. 


Frankly, I hrlicve that this action is 


much more likely to come from Car- 
l-anna's partisans than from the adher-

who had cooked the little meals in the | 
open that the birdboy might not he in- 
terrupted to go for luncb, Aimee Cour 
had trusted and believed in Art Smith, 
she knew he would succeed. 


So one morning Fort Wayne awoke 


to find itself in possession of the very 
first aeroplane elopement ever staged 
on this or other worlds.

Reward, Alaska, June 19.—I have just 


received a letter from "the states'' and 
tho writer says, "It's all right to talk 
about the agricultural possibilities of 
Alaska, but can you grow onions that 
far north?" 


Here is my answer: 
Onions can be grnwn in Alaska. My 


nearest neighbor is an onion expert. Tier 
name is Mrs. Evelyn Whiteheud, She 
does her gardening in overalls. 
Other 


women gardeners do the same. 


"Tell me how to grow onions?" I ask- 


ed her. 


"Onions are raised in Alaska 
just 


like other onions are raised in Ohio 
or California," she answered. 


I asked for additional explanations. 
"Well, it's this way. 
After the snow 


goes, you take n spade ami turn the 
ground over in which you intend to 
plant your onion send. 


"After the ground is spaded you take 


a rake and clenn off all the twigs and 
rocks from the Foil, which is a nice 
sandy loam, the kind that doesn't stick 
and get one all dirty. 
Tlmn you sow 


the onion seed in rows fifteen inches 
apart and cover with half an inch "f 
earth, pat it- down firmly and sprinkle 
it with water. 


"After the first watering you do not 


need to worry about further irrigating. 
All you have to do i? wait till the on- 
ions and the weeds get big rnoiigh f n 
tell one from the other and then clean 
out the weeds. The onions take rare 
of themselves. 


"Yes, we are getting onions from the 


first- bed already and today I'm fixing 
another so we can ha-ve them late in the 
fall." 


After 
further investigation I find 


that there is just one error iu my neigh- 
bor's .statement that growing 
onion* 


here is just the same as growing them 
in Ohio. 


Onions grow to a larger size iri a 


given lenglli of time Hum they do in 
{lie states. This holds true in the case 
of radishes, turnips mid carrots, also— 
tl'ere is :' rensnn. 


"Back home.'' as wt- say, you have 


from thirteen to fourteen hours of suii-' 
light in summer i'ml it's pretty dim the- 
first hour in the morning and the last 
tit night. 


Up here we have from eighteen 
to 


twenty li»nrs anil it is pretty bright 
twilight the rest of the niiiht. 


So here, is a reason why onions can 


be raised in Alaska.

Tlie dedication of the Lincoln high- 


way Monday is to be made the occa- 
sion of ono of the biggest, if not the 
bluest, celebration in tho history of 
Fort AVayne.

night there will bo something "doing." 
Neither expense nor time have been 
considered in making this the biggest 
celebration Fort Wayne has ever un- 
dertaken. 


The Lincoln highway through the en- 


tire county has been put in shape, and 
all along the way there will be elabo- 
rate decorations. For several days la- 
borers have been at work cleaning the 
highway, cutting the weeds and in mak- 
ing such 
other 
repairs 
that 
were 


needed. 


Moving pictures will be taken of all 


the principal events during the day and 
of scenes along the highway. 
These 


pictures will be shown at the Panama- 
Pacific exposition and in all the princi- 
pal 
cities 
throughout 
the 
United 


States. They will demonstrate to the 
people of the country that Fort Wayne 
citizens are wide awake and are up nnd 
coming. 
The advertisement that 
the 


city will receive will be well worth the 
time, energy and money expended. 


The festivities of the day will start 


at 10 o'clock with a fire run"by the city 
fire department. This run is going to 
be entirely different' from anything of 
the, kind that has over been attempted. 
The run will take place 
on Wayne 


street west of Harrison, in which every 
fire apparatus and fireman in the city 
will participate and will be made two 
abreast. 


At 10:30 o'clock the school children 


the city will march 
to Old Fort 


Place, where a picture will he taken 
of them. 
They will all be dressed in 


white and will each carry an American 
flag. 


Dedicate Flag Pole. 


At H o'clock Mayor William J.Hosey 


will meet IT. C. Osterman, of Detroit, 
general counsel for the Lincoln Highway 
association, -at the eastern limit of the 
city and present him with two silk pen- 
nants hearing the name Fort Wayne 
Immediately afterward the pole erect- 
ed by the Daughters of the American 
Revolution will be dedicated. Tlie pole 
is located 100 feet east of the Lincoln 
highway arch. At this time the Pen- 
rose chapter of the D. A. R. will pre- 
sent Mr. Osterman with a purse to be 
used on the 
Lincoln 
highway. 
The 


amount the purse will contain will not 
be made public.

Labor Representatives Meet 


With Board of School 


Trustees.) 


For the purpose of discussing the pos- 


sibilities of a two years' 
commercial 


course in the vocational department of 
tho Fort Wayne public schools a com- 
mittee of six representatives of the Fed- 
eration of'Labor met with Superintend- 
ent J. N. Study and members of tlie 
board 
of 
trustees, Friday afternoon. 


The meeting was held in the office of 
tlie superintendent. 


J. I). Shaw acted as spokesman for tile 


labor representatives. 
He. urged the 


board to inaugurate a two years' enai- 
mercial course in the vocational school 
so that those who cannot afford to en- 
ter high school will be privileged to take 
the course. Mr. Shaw declared that the 
principal reason the toleration of Labor 
bad had no opportunity to explain its 
project is because the meetings of tlie 
school trustees are held in the after- 
noon at a time when representatives of 
the Federation could not attend. 
Ue 


asked that a meeting of the board be 
held in the evening. 


Members of the board declared they 


had no intention of slighting the labor- 
ing people and 
tha.t 
they would be 


pleased to hold an informal meeting in 
the evening with them at any time the.y 
suggested. As a result a meeting v.-ill 
be held on the evening of June 25. 


Superintendent 
Study declared that 


there are three cities in the state that 
have attempted a day vocational school, 
those being Indianapolis., South Bend 


and Fort Wayne. 
He said that Fort 


Wayne has tlie largest enrollment in 
the state, having one more pupil than 
Indianapolis. 
The superintendent said 


that the law made no provision for a 
commercial course in the 
vocational 


school or for an appropriation. 


After the discussion with the labor 


representatives the board went into < \ 
ccutive session. 


The representatives of the Federation 


of Labor were: J. D. Shaw, Mrs. L D. 
Redding, J. E. Wolf, .1. C. Workman, W.
